IS FIGHTING DESPERATELY 


Petrograd Says Teutons’ Opera- 
tions Are Succeeding and They 
Are Being Reinforced. 


» BERLIN, via London, Oct. 16.— 
The Germans have taken full posses- 
sion of the main portion ‘of Oese]l 
Jand at the entrance to the Gulf of 
Riga, the War Office reports. The 
Rnssians have béen isolated on 
Svorb peninsula in the Southwestern 
section of the island and are offering 
desperete resistance. 

Runo and Aro islands in the Gulf 
of Riga have been occupied by the 
jermans. . 

The Germans have captured 2400 
prisoners on Oecesel Island and 30 
guns, 21 machine guns and several 


airplanes, the statement says.. The 


essential part of:the Germans’ task 
on the island was accomplished in 
four days. 


Russian Official. 


PETROGRAD, Oct. 16.—The Ger- 
man landing force on the Russian Is- 
land of Oesel is developing success, 
the War Office announced today, and 
the Teutons are being reinforced. 

The Germans have instituted an 
offensive against the Svorb Peninsu- 
ja, in the southwestern section of 
the Island, with the object of captur- 
ing the Russian batteries at Seret. 
These batteries cover the entrance to 
the Gulf of Riga. , 

The landing of German troops on 
Oesel Island could have been averted 
only by risking battle under unfav- 
orable circumstances, which might 
have resulted in the opening 
of the Gulf of Finland to the 
enemy. Admiral Verderveski, Min- 
ister of Marine 
blow is a hard one to Russia, but 
the Russian fleet apparently was in 
no position to hinder the Germans. 

“Since March,” the Admiral said, 
"T have several times drawn atten- 
tion to the possibility of such a blow 
and I also discussed the situation 
with Premier Kerensky, but no one 
paid attention to the Government’s 
warning. Although we are at war 
our political differences have been 
given first place in the minds of the 
people. The Germans take this into 
account and events show that they 
have been able to take full advantage 
of it.” 

German naval power is four times 
greater than that of Russia, the Ad- 
miral continued. The naval force in 
the Gulf of Riga did everything pos- 
sible to prevent a landing of the Ger- 
mans and will continue to caryr out 
all orders of the Minister of Marine. 
The Minister of Marine sees no im- 
mediate danger of a German attempt 
to enter the Gulf of Finland. He 
expressed the belief that owing to 
the lateness of the season the Ger- 
man operations will be localized. 

The Petrograd Council of Work- 
men’s and Soldiers’ Delegates has is- 
syed an appeal to the army and ¢he 
fleet obey their commanders and to 
fight to save the capital and repel 
the Germans in the Gulf of Riga.

Men Commissioned ' Yesterday Will 
Be Assigned in Seventeenth

Forty-three negro army officers 
who’received their commissions at 
Fort Des Moines, Ia., yesterday, ar- 
rived in St. Louis today and marched 
through the downtown streets. They 
were greeted by a reception commit- 
tee of negroes at Union Station. 

All wore new uniforms and they 
presented a fine and soldierly appear- 
ance as they lined up on Twelfth 
street, . facing the Post-Dispatch 
Building and saluted while a negro 
band played the Star-Spangled Ban- 
ner. 

They were part of the 678 negroes 
who had been in training for the last 
four months in the officers’ training 
camp at Des Moines. These new of- 
ficers will command platoons and 
companies, the Seventeenth Divi- 
sion of the National Army, com- 
posed entirely of negroes.

Steinbeck, under the law, could be 
sentenced to 20 years imprisonment 
if found guilty. 

The editorial was entitled ‘Stop, 
Look and Listen,” and contained 
such statements as “Jingoes of all na-

is generally admitted that Germany 
has whipped her enemies in Europe.

10,000 ILLINOIS COAL 
MINERS ON A STRIKE 


Quit Work in Central District When Ten Per 


Cent Wage Increase, Recently Agreed 
On, Is Not Put Into Effect. 


SPRINGFIELD, Ill, Oct. 16.—Be- 
cause wage increases did not be- 
come effective today, approximately 
10,000 coal miners in Central Illi- 
nois are idle this morning, it was 
admitted at the offices of the Illi- 
nois Coal Operators’ Association. 

A 10 per cent raise for the miners 
was tentatively agreed upon at 
Washington recently. 

President Frank Farrington and 
Secretary W. O. Nesbitt of the IIli- 
nois miners are in Chicago attending 
a joint conference of miners and op- 
erators. Farrington was notified of 
the walkouts and action from him is 
expected. After the Chicago confer- 
ence the State officials will go to the 
miners’ State convention in Peoria, 
which opened teday. 

Demands of 10 cents a ton "increase 
for digging coal, $5 for.a day’s work 
and 15 per cent advance for yardage 
and deadwork were to have been al- 
lowed by operators, it was stated, 
contingent upon permission by the 
Fuel Adminstration for an increase 
in coal prices to absorb the wage in- 
creases. 

Today was the beginning of the 
second day period for October, and 
miners insisted that the advance in 
pay begin today. 

The strike has extended South as 
far as Franklin and Williamson coun- 
ties. Mines in the southern part of 
the State, near St. Louis and north 
of Springfield, were said to be still at 
work shortly before noon, although 
Sperators’ officials believed the walk- 
out would spread.

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DEALERS SUE 10 TEST 
MISSOURI FISH LAW 


Allege Statute Is Unjust, and 
That Game Warden Doesn’t 


Know a Blue Pike. 


A suit to test the constitutionality 
of sections of the Missouri fish and 
game law relating to the sale of small 
fish was filed in the Circuit Court to- 
day by six St. Louis fish firms. The 
specific object of the suit is to enjoin 
Tim Birmingham, State Fish and 
Game Warden, and his deputies, E. 
B, Alexander, E.. H. Schwartz and P. 
H, O’Brien, from seizing large quan- 
tities of fish which they contend are 
too small to be sold legally. 

The plaintiffs’ are the Meletio Sea 
Food Co., Faust’s Fulton Market Co., ‘| 
Mound City Sales Co., Central Bish 
and Oyster Co., French Market Fish} 
and Oyster Co. and Booth Fisheriocs 


A result of the seizure of the fish, 
the plaintiffs allege, would be a 
shortage of fish in the St. Louis mar- 
ket and an increase of at least 100 
eer cent in the price of other fish. 

It is alleged the Fjsh and Game 
Wardens threaten to seize a quantity 
of blue pike on the ground that they 
are jack salmon. The plaintiffs say 
they will prove that the Fish War- 


is and that they will prove by com- 
petent expert testimony that the 
Fish Wardens are wrong in their 
classification of the fish. —

10,000 ILLINOIS COAL 
MINERS ON A STRIKE 


Quit Work in Central District When Ten Per 


Cent Wage Increase, Recently Agreed 
On, Is Not Put Into Effect. 


SPRINGFIELD, Ill, Oct. 16.—Be- 
cause wage inctwases did not be- 
come effective today, approximately 
10,000 coal miners in Central Illi- 
nois are idle this morning, it was 
admitted at the offices of the [Illi- 
nois Coal Operators’ Association. 

A 10 per cent raise for the miners 
was tentatively agreed upon at 
Washington recently. 

President Frank Farrington and 
Secretary W. O. Nesbitt of the Illl- 
nois miners are in Chicago attending 
a joint conference of miners and op- 
erators. Farrington was notified of 
the walkouts and action from him is 
expected. After the Chicago confer- 
ence the State officials will go to the 
miners’ Staté convention in Peoria, 
which opened teday. 

Demands of 10 cents a ton’ increase 
for digging coal, $5 for.a day’s work 
and 15 per cent advance for yardage 
and Geadwork were to have been al- 
lowed by operators, it was stated, 
contingent upon permission by the 
Fuel Adminstration for an increase 
in coal prices to absorb the wage in- 
creases. 


Today was the beginning of the 
second day period for October, and 
miners insisted that the advance in 
pay begin today. 

The strike has extended South as 
far as Franklin and Williamson coun- 
ties. Mines in the southern part of 
the State, near St. Louis and north 
of Springfield, were said to be still at 
work shortly before noon, although 
operators’ officials believed the walk- 
out would spread.

TARDY DRAFTED MAN 
BRINGS A GOOD STORY 


Tells Camp Funston Officers 
Girl Asked Him to Wed When 
His Rival Got Exemption.

CAMP FUNSTON, Kan., Oct. 16. 
—The third quota of men to arrive 
at Camp Funston for service in the 
national army came tn short approx- 
imately 2600 men, an unusually large 
number.

“Two of us have been going with 
this girl for almost two years,” he 
explained. “She just kept us both 
on the string, first seeming*«to favor 
me and then the other fellow. When 
the draft came I didn’t claim ex- 
emption, and the other fellow, did.

DEALERS SUE 10 TEST 
MISSOURI FISH LAW 


Allege Statute Is Unjust, and 
That Game Warden Doesn’t 


Know a Blue Pike. 


A suit to test the constitutionality 
of sections of the Missouri fish and 
game law relating to the sale of small 
fish was filed in the Circuit Court to- 
day by six St. Louis fish firms. The 
specific object of the suit is to enjoin 
Tim Birmingham, State Fish. and 


B. Alexander, E. H. Schwartz and P. 
H. O’Brien, from seizing large quan- 
tities of fish which they contend are 
too small to be sold legally. 

The plaintiffs’ are the Meletio Sea 
Food Co., Faust’s Fulton Market Co..,, 
Mound -City Sales Co., Central Fish | 
and Oyster Co., French Market Fish} 
and Oyster Co. and Booth Fisherios 
Co. 

A result of the seizure of the fish, 
the plaintiffs allege, would be a 
shortage of fish in the St. Louis mar- 
ket and an increase of at least 100 
mer cent in the price of other fish. 

It is alleged the Fjsh and Game 
Wardens threaten to seize a quantity 
of blue pike on the ground that they 
are jack salmon. The plaintiffs say 
they will prove that the Fish War- 
dens do not know what a blue pike 
is and that they will prove by com- 
petent expert testimony that  the/ 
Fish Wardens are wrong in their 
classification of the fish. | 


Sunfish are to be seized, ft is al- 
leged, because they are less than 
eix inches long, measured “from the 
tip of the nose to the fork of the 
tall.” The plaintiffs say the fish 
they have were caught in lHlinois, 
where the law. permits the sale of 
fish four inches long. They also al- 
lege that a six-inch sunfish is a rar- 
ity,,and the enforcement of the law 
would prevent the sale of sunfish.

NEGROES WILL GO OCT. 27 


Departure Will Put 85 Per Cent 
of City’s Quota in 
Cantonment. 


No futrher movement of drafted 
white men from St. Louis to Camp 
Funston will take place until early 
next month. It had beén planned 
originally to send away the final. 15 
per cent of the quota tomorrow, but 
the necéssity of moving negro regis- 
trants to camp in large mumbers has 


caused the arrangement to be al-j- 


tered. 

The plan now is to forward the ne- 
groes to cantonment on Oct. 27. 
When the 40 per cent draft move- 
ment was under way in the first week 
of this month several St. Louis wards 


were unable to supply their allot- 
ment in white meh because of the 


préponderance of negro residents in 
ithe wards. Two districts, the Sixth 


and Seventeenth, sent no men at that 
time, and the Sixteenth Ward sent 
only three. 

When the negroes shall have de- 
parted for Camp Funston, St. Louis 
will have 85 per cent of its quota of 
4377 in cantonment. Present plans 
contemplate the forwarding of the 
final 15 per cent about the 10th of 
next month.

“WAR BREAD WAGON” 
VISITS TWO MARKETS 


Women Shown How They Can 
Conserve Wheat by 
Corn. and Cottonse 


Two demonstration kitchens of the 


Women’s Gentral Committee on Fgod 
Conservation, mounted on/ auto 
trucks, visited the Soulard her 


Markets, yesterday afternoon, where 
housewives were instructed the 
conservation of wheat, by the use of 
cottonseed meal and cornmeal ‘in 
making bread. This was the first 


time traveling kitchens had been used 


in the city. Bach truck was decor- 


ated with red, white and blue bunt- 


ing; placarded with signs reading. 


“War Bread Wagon,” and ‘Use Corn 
Meal in Making Bread,’’ and contain- 
ed a coal oil stove and oven, cooking 
utensils and supplies. (On each truck 
were four women—a bugler, speaker, 
cook and an assistant. 


At Soulard Market, ‘“‘War Bread” 


was made from cottonseed meal. It 
was then distributed among the 
crowd, and many spectators, after 
eating it, declared it was as good as 
bread made from wheat. By use 
of one third cottonseed meal, the 
cost of a loaf of bread is lowered one 
third. If cornmeal is used, the price 
is reduced about a fourth. Ginger 
bread was made from molasses, milk 
and cornmeal. It was slightly heavier 
than ordinary ginger bread, but 
tasted about as good and is decidedly 
cheaper. 


Recipes containing formulas for 


the baking of rye bread, home- 
ground wheat bread, gritz bread, spi- 


der corn bread, gnocchi and soup 


were distributed. The soup, which 
is to be made of left-overs, contains 
bones, pea pods and scraps of meat, 
which could not otherwise be used. 
As a substitute for butter or fat, oil, 


made from corn is to be used. 
The traveling kitchens will make 
trips on Mondays, Wednesdays and 
Saturdays, when a greater number of

KID’ BECKER PAYS $2000 APPEALS 10 MINERS 


FINE FOR GAMBLING 


Thrée Others Plead Guilty With

Henty (Kid) Becker of 8t. Louis, 
who has been wanted by the sradison

KANSAS CITY, Mo.,. Oct. 16.— 
More than one-half of the Kansas 
City stockyards, the second largest 
in the world, was destroyed by fire 
éarly today. This morning, when the 
fire had been brought under control 
after raging for two hours, it was 
said several thousand cattle had been 
destroyed, some estimates running 
as high as 10,000. 

There wére 47,000 cattle in the 
yards at thé élose of business yester- 
day, it was said, and while it was 
possible to liberate many of them, 
the flamés made such rapid héadway 
that others wére caught and burned, 
Hundreds of cattle driven from the 
flaming structures invaded the down- 
town sections of both Kansas Citys. 

It was the third disastrous fire in 
the history of the Kansas City stock- 
yards. The blaze was discovered by 
two patrolmen in Kangas City, Kan., 
and before they could summon ap- 
paratus, the fire had gone beyond 
control. Fire departments from both 
Kansas Citys combatted the flames. 

Fire Fighters Use Dynamite. 

By 7 o’clock the fire had been put 
out through the combined efforts of 
the two departments, using approxi- 
mately 100 pieces of @ apparatus 
and dynamite. ' 

The panic-stricken heras of cat- 
tle, many of which had wandered 
some distance from the scene of the 
fire, are being rounded up today and 
an attempt is ing made to deter- 
mine their ownership. This is diffi- 
cult, because a large percentage of 
them are from farms and carry no 
identifying brands. 

Throughout the morning riflemen 
and sledgehammer bearers, under 
direction of Humane Society officers 
went about the Stock Yards kill- 
ing disabled animals, which had been 
burned severely. 

Here and there in the vast burned 
area, the lives of a few animals were 
saved when falling pens had broken 
off water pipes and allowed a mini- 
ature fountain to spray over a limited 
espace. 

Disposal of the carcasses is prov- 
ing a problem. It is thought by com- 
mission men at the Stock Yards that 
local soap and fertilizer plants will 
be able to care for most of them.,

Amazed at America. 

This is Father Flynn’s first visit tu 
the United States, and he expresséd 
amazement at the length and 
breadth of the country and at the 
immensity of its industries. He has 
a@ splendid .command of the laz- 
guage, with just enough French 
nasal enunciation to charm. 

“The French soldier expects death 
momentarily, and holds himself in 
a state of preparedness to meet it 
with his head well up and Ris gaze 
fixed straight ahead over the battle 
ground of the western front,” Fathe: 
Flynn remarked. ‘The Frénch sol- 
dier is thus enabled to act in the 
present and live every day to the ut- 
most of his moral energies, for any 
day may be his last and he does not 
wish to. leave an act undone for 
France. * 

“This war will regenerate France 
with a new courage by eliminating 


20 years that has cast a pall over 
the nation, and she will progress as 
never before. It will effect the na- 
tion’s moral and spiritual regenera- 
tion as well, for the people have 
come to realize , that their “agp ikrpy 
from the enemy wakb little short of 


providential. Zhe réligious awaken- 
ing has co pasa begun; I see it every- 
wheré.” 


Telis of Transcendent Courage. 

He told of his work as chaplain in 
the front line trenches, as well as 
back of the firing line; of a mid- 
night mass celebrated under shel!

privilege than to. die in His name, 

War’s Magnificent Moments. 

“War is tragic, yet it is fraught 
with magnificent moments, such as 
the tremendous drive of the French 
in October, 1916, when Fort Douau- 
raont was retaken; when the spirit of 
French manhood was immortalized. 
By virtue of that magnificent 
uchievement, France lives. 

“Six months in the duration of that 
great battle I worked among the 
men, in all positions before Verdun. 
It was my duty to visit them in the 
front line, to plead with them in 
the name of God to keep up their 
courage in those awful moments; to 
receive them ag the first-aid sta. 
tions, between the first and second 
line defenses, comfort the wounded, 
and pray with the dying. 

“The chaplain must wend his way 
through the maze of trenches and 
}remind the homesick and weary that 
there would be no home were it not 
for their sacrifices, and make ap- 
peals to their patriotism when they

The, Defense of London. 

Speaking of the measures taken 
for the defense of . London, Lamb 
said: > 

“The headuarters of the ‘Central 
Authority ofthe Air Board is Adas- 
tral House, on the Thames Embank- 
ment. There are about 20 airdromes 
scattered about the outskirts of the 
city.. Bach 6f these airdromes keeps 
a machine in the air all the tjme, 
night and day, the machines working 
in shifts of about two or three hours 
each. A pilot goes up and stays up 
until he sees anether machine. with 
the number of his station on it. Then 
he kpows he is relieyed and can come 
downs Early in the summer, when I 
was in London, most of the machines 
on, the patrol.were the old B, B. 12's, 
140: horsepower single seaters, witlf 
One. synchronized gun and a speed of, 
76 to’ 80 miles an hour. They were 
‘nothing but death traps against fast, 
powérful German machines like the 
Gothas. 

“The Gotha is a very dangerous in- 
‘vention. The Gothas in use this sum- 
mer had a wing spread of about 87 
feet. They carried two Mercedes on- 
gines, each of 310 horsepower, driv- 
ing two pusher propellers, with three 
men and threé guns, besides 800 
pounds of bombs in a rack forward of 
the rear gunner and behind and un- 
derneath the pilot. The* pilot re- 
leased the bombs. They can do about 
80 miles an hour. Lately their 
fusillages have been built semli-ar- 
mored, and the pilots have worn body 
armor and steel helmets, thick 
enough to ward off shrapnel. Their 


is a gun tunnel.behind, which enables 
them to fire not only’ dehind but un- 
derneath. When I tackled the 
Gothas over ‘London July 7 I did not 
know about this gun tunnel and it 
was the cause of my undoing. 

“The way they work it in the Lon- 


‘number of machines detailed for duty 
in the air: each day and a .certain 
number in reserve, all ready to go on 
duty, 
serve must not be used until ordered 
out, except that the engines must be 
started in the morning to warm them 


up. Their tanks are filled; they have 
cartridge belts adjusted in their guns, 
and spare ammunition on board.

Warned of Air Raid.

nal to the unarmed training machines 
that may be up to come down within 
8000 feet of the ground and be pre- 
pared to take cover in case the Ger- 
mans should appear. 
“When we got that message I 
called my gunner, Dave Low, a 
Scotchman, and we slipped into our 
flying clothes and climbed into the 
fusillage of the bus. Presently the 
Major came running up from the of- 
fice at the field and handed me the 
second message. It read: 
“*Large formation hostile aircraft 
reported from east coast.’ 
“*There you are, boy,’ said the 
Major, as I handed it back to him. 
‘You are to fly to Hendon for further 
instructions.’

Kramer, who was a mechanical 
engineer, alleggd in his suit, filed a 
month ago, that his left leg was in< 
jured five years ago when he was 
building a bridge in Montana and 
that two years later he began taking 
treatment at the McLain Institute. 
According to the petition, 
tient’s leg was put in a cast and the 
injury was beginning to mend when. 
Kleine induced him to begin a differ- 
ent course of treatment. Asa result, 
he alleges, he is pérmanently lame. 
He is 35 years old and lives at the La 
Salle Hotel.

From the London Times. 

For the past year we look in vain through his 
record on the western front for a glimmer of 
victory. Marshal Ruckwaerts has deserved his 
name. He secured an increase in his army forces, 
but at the expense of the industrial man power 
at home. 
calls upon labor in agriculture, industry, mines 
and even munition works, so that it is doubtful 
whether the good outweighed the harm. The 
double supply of munitions to which he aspired 
could the less easily be produced.

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SOCRATES ON MR. WILSON’S POKER. 


OCRATES: Some time ago, before anyone had 

sy gotten himself in bad opposing the President’s 

war policies, I made the observation that if Mr. 
Wilson played poker he would probably be the most 
feared man at the game. I said this because I ad- 
mired the adroitness with which he had played his 
cards in the Mexican controversy, and also because 
I wanted to warn people against underestimating 
Mr. Wilson as an opponent. It seemed to me that 
poker is well enough known in the country for every- 
body, at least in public life, to appreciate the com- 
parison. It was therefore a great surprise to me to 
see people go on as if nothing had been said along 
this line; and I cannot say that I have very much 
sympathy fer those who find themselves, as a conse- 

quence of opposing the President, in a predicament. 
Glaucon: I remember that very well. 
Mr. Wilson stayed in, so to speak, one could not make 
ally greater mistake than to suppose he had nothing. 
Socrates: Exactly. What has been the experience 
of those who doubted that he had something? Now 
that he is laying his cards on the table in the revela- 
tions by the State Department, we see these people 
rendered utterly foolish. It is not sportsmanlike to 
say too much about the Republican party and its at- 
tack upon his Méxican policy. That has been fought 
out at the polls, and the country is very well satis- 
fied that it did not make the mistake of refusing to 


back him at that time. However, we cannot so easily - 


pass the disposition of all those who believed the 


President was wrong about Germany. They might 


have assumed that he knew things about Germany 
with which the rest of us were unfamiliir and that 
he had ample justification for his course. Blindly 
to sit on the other side of the table and bet that he 
didn’t know any more than we did was bad poker, 
and the people who did that naturally find Mr. Wil- 
son with all the chips. 


Thrasymachus: I warned everybody with whom I 
came in contact against that mistake. I said, Mr. 
Wilson is a college professor, and if you have ever 
sat in a poker game with a college professor you will 
know better than to assume that he doesn’t know ex- 
actly what he is doing. 

Socrates: Quite so, Thrasymachus. The trouble 
with many men of the type that goes to the United 
States Senate is that arriving at this height by the 
way they have come they know too little of other walks 
of life. Thus, Senator La Follette, or Senator Stone, 
or Senator Reed, is at a terrible disadvantage in op- 
position to Mr. Wilson. Those men know less than 
he does, but such is the composition of our society 
that they suppose they know more. For then to sit 
down at poker with Mr. Wilson, or any other college 
professor, is suicide.
